Inches-Deep Mosses

Billions of leaf-eating forest lent

Sometimes mass­ 
es of worms several inches deep 
have to be shoveled from thresh- 
holds of homes in heavily-wooded 
areas. 
Despite their uncounted numbers

P R IN C IP A L municipalities and 
summer resorts rn the infested area 
have been sprayed with DDT—all 
but knocking out the worms. 
At least 50,000 acres of high-val­ 
ue property, including the cities, 
towns and lake resorts, have been 
effectively sprayed by airplanes 
and from the ground at a cost of 
between $150,000 and $175,000, Aa­ 
modt said. 
In the semi wilderness 
areas, 
which make up much of North­ 
ern Minnesota, caterpillars have 
had a free hand, however, and 
leafy trees appear as they do in 
winter, evergreen trees are not 
usually bothered. 
Aamodt said that about the mid­ 
dle of June, when the worms 
go 
into cocoons, most of the trees will 
put out another set of leaves. Tim ­ 
ber growth is set hack only slight­ 
ly by the caterpillars, he said. 
Many of the worms are expect­ 
ed to die from starvation because 
the leaf supply is running out, Aa­ 
modt said. That fact and the de­ 
velopment of a natural enemy may 
cause a decline in the number of 
caterpillars next year. The natural 
enemy is a fly which bores into the 
cocoons, killing the sleeping worm.

Two views have bren in conflict on the 
subject of immigration for several dec­ 
ades. 
One position is that the American people 
have a right to be selective and discrimi­ 
natory as to who is to be admitted into this 
country, particularly in view of our easy 
method of naturalization. The other posi­ 
tion is that, exi t pt for persons who are in­ 
sane. idiots, or who have committed acts of 
moral turpitude, anyone who desires to 
come here should be admitted. 
In the present Congress, the first position 
is adopted by the advocates of the McCar- 
ran-Walter Bill; the second position is ad­ 
vocated by the supporters of the Lehman- 
Humphrey Bill. 
The subject 
arouses 
deep 
emotions 
among many elements in our population, 
especially among those who are them­ 
selves immigrants or the children of immi­ 
grants, or those who believe that humani­ 
ty requires kindliness and forbearance to­ 
ward all men, and, therefore, admission 
into this country, 
However, in all this discussion, certain 
factors need to be considered, which may 
be summarized as follows: 
1. No matter how liberal a policy might 
be, the surplus population of the entire 
earth could not be absorbed in the three 
million square miles that is the United 
States. Therefore, there has to be some 
measure of restriction and discrimination. 
No bill can be written w-hich does not in a 
manner limit immigration. While there is 
no agreement on the potential maximum 
population of the United States, it is obvi­ 
ous that geographical limitations will ulti­ 
mately determine that. 
2. Every country has a right to preserve 
its indigenous civilization. Were it not so, 
no country would place any restrictions on 
the movement of peoples. Whole nations 
would again, as they did in the past, move 
from areas with which they are dissatisfied 
to countries like ours, A civilization can be 
drowned in a sea of migrant populations as 
by defeat in war. While no such danger 
faces the United States, the fact does re­ 
main that too mane divergent concepts of 
government and life cannot be assimilated 
here with the rapidity required in a period 
of troubled times. 
3. One of the principal costs to the human 
race of the past two wars has been the col­ 
lapse of long-accepted institutions, particu­ 
larly in relation to the State and the eco­ 
nomic system, The advent of Communism 
and Fascism influenced large segments of 
the European population to reject the 2 000- 
year-old basis for Western life, the natural 
lawr grounded in the Bible and rn Greek and 
Roman thinkers. The rights of man have 
been subordinated to the authority of the 
State. 


We often call those who have adopted 
this materialistic concept of lib 
subver­ 
sive, Actually, 
their 
ways 
and 
their 
thoughts are altogether alien to American 
I fe as expressed in the Declaration of In­ 
dependence and the Constitution id the Uni­ 
ted States. While such persons prefer to 
live here because it is convenient, they 
have become conditioned against us.

Right Diet Doubly Important 
During Any Kind of Illness

THE food a man eat* Is prob­ 
ably the most important thing 
governing health and 
disease 
throughout his life. 
During an illness, It is espe­ 
cially important for the sick per­ 
son to get the proper nourish­ 
ment from a normal and ade­ 
quate diet. Of course, the exact 
type of nourishment needed will 
differ according to the disease, 
some demanding a diet rich in 
certain foods. 
Sometimes a patient cannot eat 
food at all, or cannot get enough 
nourishment from tilt food he 
eats; then he may have to be 
given nourishment in other way*.

Falls Survivor Ready To Make 
Trip Again; Just Needs Dough 


The conning Ions Memorial Day 
week end beginning Thursday can 
K the most tragic holiday period 
since VJ Day if present accident 
trends continue. 
The Ohio State Safety ( ouncil 
made this gloomy prediction to­ 
day. 
Bised on a 15 percent increase 
In casualties for the first three 
months of this year, Ohio Is ex­ 
pected to record at least 40 acci­ 
dental deaths. The national figure 
may exceed 800. 
Starting at 6 p. rn. on Thursday 
and continuing until I a. rn. Mon­ 
day. perhaps 30 persons will lose 
their lives in traffic on Ohio high­ 
ways. A half dozen may drown and 
the other four probably will lose 
their lives from fire of one kind or 
another. 
The safety council hopes the esti­ 
mate is wrong. But with 148 more 
dead this year than last, 
with 
every major accident type more 
numerous—the best we can do is 
pray that our estimate is high r a ­ 
ther than low. 
Pedestrian 
injuries 
are 
lower 
than a year ago, but collision acci­ 
dents have claimed 88 more lives, 
putting 
Ohio’s 
traffic 
deaths 52 
higher than 1951. 
Thirteen more drownings and 14 
more fatal falls Doest the total of 
public accidents which did not in­ 
volve the motor vehicle. 
A few suggestions to keep the ac­ 
cident toll in bounds are: 
1. Make sure your car is in safe 
condition. 
Have 
brakes, 
lights, 
tires and steering checked by a 
competent mechanic before start­ 
ing a trip. 
2. Take your tim® on the road. 
Don’t plan to cover more than 
about 30 miles of road in an hour, 
then you can stay on schedule. 
3. Observe and obey traffic sig­ 
nals and signs. Drive below posted 
speed limits. Stop on signal at rail­ 
road crossings. 
4. Swim only in water where life­ 
guards are stationed. Ohio waters 
are still pretty chilly. Do not stay 
in too long. 
5. Take 
it 
easy 
on 
hiking. 
Muscles not used to long w alks and 
stiff 
climbs 
need 
conditioning. 
Avoid solo jaunts at cliffside and 
along banks of streams. 
6. Start early on the return trip. 
Folks who left home Thursday, Fri­ 
day 
and Saturday—and 
Sunday 
joyriders—will 
all 
be 
trying to 
come home Sunday night. Traffic 
will be terrific. 
Finally, the stay at home folks 
who work in th® yard or around 
the house, will need to be moder­ 
ate in their activity. Taking a little 
more time around Memorial Day 
gives one a better chance to cele­ 
brate Fourth of July. 


B v HAL BOYLE 
NIAGARA FALLS— up - M a n y 
have dreamed of winning fame 
and fortune by going over Nia­ 
gara Falls in a barrel. 
Six people have done it. Three 
lived—three 
were 
pounded 
to 
death by the waters. 
The only surviving victor of the 
falls now is Jean bossier, who 
bounced and floated in a home­ 
made rubber hall over the Can­ 
adian side of the cataract on July 
4. 1928. Tie emerged uninjured. 
Jean, a rugged former carni­ 
val stunt man, now works as a 
machine operator in 
an indus­ 
trial plant here. He will be 59 
years old thi*- year and Sunday 
will attend the hapl^m* of his 
fourth child—a five week old boy. 
Lussier, who has escaped the 
bad luck that 
caught 
up with 
other conquerors of the Niagara, 
says he would like to go over the 
falls a second time. But with him 
it’s strictly business. 
“ Show’ me the dough, and I’ll 
go.” he said. “ but it will have to 
be this year or next year—after 
that ITI be too old.” 
Jean would like to become the 
first man in history to go over 
the American side of the falls, 
which is particularly hazardous 
because of the rocks beneath. He 
already has designed 
a 
three- 
layer rubber 
ball 
to 
be built 
around an aluminum frame. He 
says all he needs now’ is a spon­ 
sor w illing to put up $3,000 to con • 
struct the ball—and the $10,000 
fee he wants to make the voyage. 
“ ITI go over any waterfall in 
the world in a rubber ball, he 
said. “ If the fall is too high, ITI 
put wings on the bull.” 
The first person to ride over 
Niagara Falls successfully was a 
doughty lady schoolteacher, Mrs. 
Annie Edson Taylor. Her vehiele 
was a crude wooden barrel with 
iron hasps. 
According to local tradition at 
the last moment 
she 
said 
“ I 
don’t want to go ” But her back- 


I ors reportedly poured 
her 
two 
I glasses full of scotch, closed the 
hatch, and pushed the barrel out 
into the current. 
Mrs. Taylor emerged below the 
I falls 
unscathed, sold 
souvenir 
I cards of her exploit at 
a local 
I museum, and died years later in 
the poorhouse. 
An English daredevil, 
Bobby 
J Leach, floated over the falls in 
an iron barrel in 1911. He forgot 
to strap hirn*clf in, and when he 
was pulled out of his metal cask 
he had a broken jaw and two 
broken kneecaps. 
Leach had a rather unfortunate 
ending for a stunt 
man. While 
i touring New Zealand 
with 
his 
[ iron barrel in 1926 he slipped on 
an orange peel—and died, 
Lussier was the first man t<j do 
the job scientifically. He spent 
J $7,000 and a year preparing. He 
constructed his rubber ball him- 
j self. He entered the ball at 3:05 
in the afternoon, went over the 


167 foot falls at 3:55, and came 
out of the ball at 4 23. 
How does it feel going over the 
falls? 
“ I kept bracing for a 
sharp 
jar, but it never came, ’ recalled 
Lussier. ‘It was like making a 
ski jump in slow motion. The ball 
was under the water only a min­ 
ute and five seconds.” 
In the next 14 years Lussier 
made a small fortune touring the 
world with his rubber ball and 
telling the story of his 78 minute 
exploit. 
“ I’m satisfied.’’ he 
said 
“ It 
paid off for me.” 
Most local residents 
say his 
talk of going over the falls again 
is only verbal dreaming, but lit­ 
tle Jean—he’s five feet five inch­ 
es tall, weighs 154 pounds—says 
stubbornly: 
“ Show me the dough and ITI 
go.”
